WASHINGTON—(/P)—The adminis- 


tration is "going lo the country" on 
October 26 in a nation-wide referen- 
dum to determine whether corn and 
hog growers want continued the ad- 
justment program for those commodi- 
ties. 


An adverse vote, officials say, would 


throw production wide open. 


Unlike other major crops, corn and 


hogs arc grown so widely that elec- 
tions will be held in every state in 
the union. Farmers who have not par- 
ticipated in the adjustment program 
will be eligible to vote along with the 
contract-signers. Government sources 
estimate there are more than 4,500,000

Fear Huge Production 


The referendum attended as it is by 


European war scares and the emerging 
prospccl of coincident groat new for- 
eign markets, is frankly regarded by 
AAA executives as the most crucial 
they ever hnve held, on the theory 
that if farmers ever arc likely to de- 
mand heavier production this is the 
time.

of Dr. Harold G. Moulton, head of 
Brookings Institution, as follows: 


The 51-year-old economist de- 


clared a world without depressions 
can be accomplished only if the 
benefits of increased efficiency of 
both humans and machinery arc 
passed along to the entire people in 
lower commodity prices. 


"It should be clearly understood 


that a mere redistribution of the 
existing income of society will not 
accomplish the desired results," 
Dr. Moulton asserted. 


He pointed out the average in- 


come In the most prosperous year 
was $GG5 and the addition of in- 
comes from investments and cor- 
poration officials' salaries added a 
mere $140. 


"jhe paramount requirement is 


to increase progressively the total 
amount of income to be divided," 
he said. "Only if the aggregate 
income of 80 million dollars a year 
increases to 100 biilion.', to 150 bil- 
lions, to 200 billions, will it be pos- 
sible to achieve the goal desired."

Western Con- 
ference and outside teams are fairly 
well sold on the idea that the Ohio 
State Employes have something on the 
ball. 


The coach is not to blame for lop- 


sided scores unless he has the final 
sayso in arranging the schedule, which 
I do not believe "Merciless" Schmidt 
has at Columbus. Western Reserve 
did not belong on the Ohio State Em- 
ployes' list in 1934, any more than 
Drake had any right to be on the pro- 
gram this season, particularly in view 
of the pace that the Buckeyes were 
setting at the close of last year's cam- 
paign. 


Merciless" Schmidt had

It May Be Less 


What Wallace doesn't know is just 


huw much less than half a cent of in- 
crciist is justified by higher costs. His 
figures, showing that the cost of flour 
in a pound of bread is 35-1000ths of a 
cent higher and shortening 13-100lhs of 
a cent up. are computed on an old 
base with the assumption that bakers 
j'till use the same proportion of high- 
grade hard wheat flour as in other 
years and the same amount and qual- 
ity of shortening. 


Over in Baltimore the most txpen- 


sive kind of bread flour rose 51.20 i 
barrel between January and October. 
But the cheapest type of brood flour 
wtiit up only 10 cents a barrel. (A 
barrel makes 300 pounds of bread.'
